AN OPEN LETTER TO ALL RESIDENTS FROM YOUR LOCAL COUNCILLOR 

Dear Resident, 

Many thanks to all the people who have contacted me since the last 
Bar Hill News concerning street and footpath lights which have been 
out of order. I hope that when you read this letter most of the 
lights will have been repaired, please continue to keep me informed. 


The main item on the County Council's February 25th agenda was the 
setting of the County Rate for 1986/7. The Policy Committee had 
proposed 194p in the £ an increase of 32.8% and this was finally 
agreed after three hours of debate where two other proposals one of 
175p in the £ and one of 187p in the £ were discussed but rejected. 


The Full County Council also agreed on their total opposition to the 
disposal of Nuclear Waste in Cambridgeshire, this proposal 
originating from the Policy Committee as a result of work done on 
the review of the Cambridgeshire Structure Plan. The Council also 
approved by a narrow majority to open all Working Party Meetings 
etc. to the public, this is likely to come into effect in the Spring 
after the next County Council Meeting. May I remind you that all 
Committee Meetings and Education Sub-committee Meetings where policy 
is decided are open for the general public to attend, information 
about Meetings is available from the Shire Hall and local Press. 


The future of Religious based Education in Cambridgeshire is 
receiving considerable attention following a proposal to cease to 
Maintain St. Bede's Roman Catholic Secondary School in Cambridge. 
This is the only Secondary School in the whole of the Southern part 
of Cambridgeshire that has a Religious Base. The Education 
Committee will be making its final decision on the future of St. 
Bede's on lst April. There are over 40 children living in Bar Hill 
who have chosen to attend St. Bede's over the next 7 years, I have 
had a considerable number of letters from Bar Hill Residents on this 
matter and I can assure you that I will be continuing my support for 
St. Bedes's. 


The planning Sub-Committee recently held a Seminar on key issues 
facing Cambridgeshire in the coming year. These include - 
Employment development - new Social Security proposals’ - Planning 
guidelines for the preparation of Committee Budgets - Conservation 
in the Countryside. The latter dealing with the Counties Tree 
Planting Policy, in the last decade over 70,000 young trees have 
been planted annually, 85% of the cost being covered by Landowners 
and the Countryside commission. Sadly over half a million trees 
have been lost through Dutch Elm Disease and many more have reached 
the end of their life span so it will take many years to repair this 
damage. :
